The western outskirts of Chicago 
made a

Swarms of persons are search­ 
ing the wrecked buildings for those 
who might have been killed by the 
storm. 
State and city authorities im­ 
mediately began relief work. 
The 
Bed Cross sent workers a few hours 
after the storm started. The wounded 
who could not be cared for in homes 
► til! standing were rushed to the hos­ 
pitals.

a storm originating in tile far north­ 
west. 
The whirling funnels dropped 
from heavy storm c louds when it hit 
this section. 
Prom reports here, it 
was believed three tornadooes de­ 
veloped near here.

ed to have dissipated on striking the 
cold air over laike Michigan. 
In the 
Chicago territory the national guard 
was called out on police duty. Wreck­ 
ed stores and homes offered liberal 
booty for robbers, and there were 
plenty to appear.

Any 
system should deliver as much water 
as may be needed at any place in the 
city at any Unit. 
The present sys­ 
tem is wholly inadequate to do ‘ his. 
and that was pointed out em phatical­ 
ly a year or two ago when 
the 
city 
was requested to vote bonds. 
The present old system, which is 
still iii use. is but little better than 
no system ; and to remedy the pres­ 
ent situation, nothing but au entirely 
new system must be put In Its place.

Anti-Strike Laws Fail 
London, England, M a rd i 29 
The 
report of 
tin* 
m inistry 
of 
labor 
shows th a t 
anti-strike 
legislation 
even during the war failed of its p u r­ 
pose. 
Under the munitions of war 
act, 1915, compulsory arb itratio n was 
introduced in the m unitions irades 
at the option of the board 
of 
trade 
and strikes and lockouts were prohib­ 
ited. 
Despite war conditions, It is 
stated that this system had “only a 
qualified success.” 
Commenting on this 
report, 
the 
London Times says: 
“ The fundam ental objection to tiny 
scheme for the compulsory preven­ 
tion of strikes Is that 
no 
statutory 
prohibition and penalties will deter 
men from striking, if they 
tire 
so 
minded. 
Experience in o th e r co u n ­ 
tries dem onstrated this 
fact 
before 
the war, and experience in this coun­ 
try during the war, when the p a trio t­ 
ic impulse was strong, clinched the 
argument. 
“ If compulsory arbitration failed 
to prevent disputes in a time of n a ­ 
tional emergency, what hope is there 
that it would be more successful in 
normal times? 
The Whitley com mit­ 
tee reported against it two years ago 
and the evidence of the present re­ 
port reinforces their opinion. 
“ It is recorded witli evident satis­ 
faction by the ministry of labor that 
the aw a rds of the a rb it ra to rs in the 
8.000 eases uealt with durin g Hie live 
w ar years were almost universally a c ­ 
c e p t e d by the opposing sides.”
